GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Council 
and House of Representatives : 


The Executive is ever pleased to meet, in council, the 
Representatives of the people, and co-operate with them 
in the passage of such laws as may contribute to the well- 
being and the prosperity of their constituents. For this 
purpose you have been chosen by the unbiased judgment 
of the people you represent, and the Executive has been 
commissioned by the President of the Union. Harmony, 
frankness, cordiality and good faith are indispensable * ta 
to the proper and useful exit of our mission as Legisla- 
tors; from the exercise of these virtues can we hope that 
the laws which may be the product ef our deliberations, 
will carry with them the stamp of wisdom and justice, 
which will render them acceptable to the people upon 
whom they are to operate, and who have te abide the con« 
gequenees of our legislation, whether it be, er not, ade- 
quate and proper to the circumstances; necessities, and 
exigencies of our Territory, 
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“The mind of man is a ; mighty maze in which is engen 
dered, not only the more amiable qualities of the heart, 
those which teach us charity towards our fellow-beings, 
and the amiabilities of social life, but it is also the labór- 
atory from which do sometimes issue the” effects of pas- 
sion, that lead. to the unhappiness of the human race.— 
Pride, envy, egotism, malevolence, and ambition, so un» 
amiable in private life, frequently becomes criminal when 
carried into the discharge of public duties. These, how“ 
ever, have their origin in the same fountain from which 
spring all the virtues that adorn the character of man.— 
Like the noxious weeds of our gardens, they spring spon- 
taneously forth and require the skill of the gardner to sub- 
jugate or eradicate them. The virtues mentioned are of. 
. slow growth, and should be studiously cultivated, that 
they may take'root in our hearts, and exclude our evil 
passions. 

The exercise of these virtuesis as essential in legisla- 
tion as it is in the intereourse of sociallife. Courtesy in 
discussion, charity and consideration, with respect to the 
motives anlintentions of your associates, and harmony 
in your councils, cannot fail to result in honor to your- 
selves and in benefit to the publie. Not doubting that 
you will be actuated by the feelings and motives which I 
have, in part, suggested, I will proceed to give you the 
history of events transpiring within our limits since the 
adjournment of the last Legislature, and to recommend 
such measures as I have thought would be proper and 
useful to the people. 


FINANOES. — 


I herewith.lay before you the Reports of the Territorial 
"Treasurer and the Auditor of Publié Accounts. : By the 
account:of. the "Treasurer it will be seen that: the receipts: 
into the Treasury, during the fisenl*year ending tlie 15th 
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day of Noveinber, 1864, were $12,260.62, which, added 
to the balance in the Treasury at the end of the fiscal year 
ending the 15th day of November, 1863, $3,719 66— 
make the sum of $15,980 28. The total amount of dis- 
bursements during the year, was $10,564 10, leaving a 
balanee in the Treasury on the 15th day of November, 
1864; of $5,416 18. 1 call your earnest attentión to the 
Report of the Auditor of Territorial Accounts; to the 
defalcation of Collectors aad the amount of Territorial 
Funds that remains unpaid by those officers, into the Ter- 
titorial Treasury, with a hope that any defects in the law 
providing for the responsiblity ef Colectors of the Territo- - 
rial Revenue and their accountability for funds collected 
by them, may be remedied. 

The subject. of equal taxation in the different Counties . 
of the Territory, should occupy your serious delibera- 
tions, with a view to correct the many abuses now practi- 
ced, in some of the.Counties, by persons subject to taxa- 
tion, in the presentation of false accounts as to the amount 
of goods purchased of sold by them, during the periods in 
which their returns are made to the Collector. The tax 
should operate equally upon all, and none should escape 
the obligations imposed upon them by law, through the 
presentation of false invoices, or by taking a false oath as 
to the amount of goods received by them, during the fis- 
cal year in which their accounts are rendered to the Col- 
lector of Revenue. | 

We may justly congratulate the Territery upon the 
truly prosperous condition of its finances. When the 
amounts now due by collectors will have been paid into 
the treasury, we shall have near ten thousand dollars of 
unappropriated funds that may be applied to such useful 
purposes as your honorable bodies may choose to direct. 


REVISION AND CODIFICATION, OF HE LAWS. " 


The Commission appointed. by me, as authorized. by

law, to revise the Statutes of the Territory, with à view 
to a new publication for the use of the courts, officers and 
people, have proceeded with their duties, and will report 
the result of their labors to your honorable bodies at an 
early day, for your examination and adoption. 

The high character of the commission in legal attain= 
ments, gives assurance that the work will be alike credit- 
able to the revisers and useful to the people. 


GENHRAL RECOMMENDATIONS 


In my last Annual Message I recommended the meas- 
ures of public policy which I thought would promote the 
progress, prosperity and happiness of our people. 

I recommended a system of education, the common 
school system, now adepted in almost all the states in the 
Union, as one which experience has proved to be the 
best, and one that would bring the benefits of. education 
within the reach of every STE in the territory. To add 
anything moré in relation to the necessity of education 
and its benign influence upon individuals and upon socie- 
ty, I deem to be entirely unnecessary when addressing 
the representatives of a people among which this necessity 
is so deeply felt. This subject should occupy your seri- 
ous consideration, in the hope that some practical system 
of publie schools may be introduced that would give an 
impetus to the stagnant minds of the rising generation 
and enable them to receive and appreciate the blessings 
that ever attend upon a well stored mind. 

I recommended a system of apprenticeship for the ben- 
efit of the orphan and other destitute children that they 
might be taught the useful arts and be redeemed from the 
perils of future want, destitution and crime. I repeat 
this recommendation and urge it upon the consideration of 
your honorable bodies. The scarcity of native artisans in 
our midst is obvious to all; and the high prices paid for 
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mechanical labor, would indicate the necessity of a much 
Barger number of that useful order of society among us. 
‘These orphan and destitute children can be made to fill 
 Xhe vacancies which may exist in that tranch of industry 
in all future time, by the paternal care of our authorities, 
and rendered thereby alike useful to themselves and the 
community at large. 

Y recommended that a system of manufacture should 
be introduced, snch as would bring into requisition the 
great staple of our Territory, by which our people could 
be clad in the woollens made by their hands, and for one- 
half the price at which they are now purchased when 
brought from the States. Our flocks of sheep still yield 
a million-pounds of wool annually; not one tithe of this 
is manufacturéd or consumed in the Territory, before it is 
‘transported to the States and is returned to us in its vari- 
ous forms of woolen fabrics, which we have to purchase 
at from three to four hundred per cent. upon the original 
cost of the article manufactured. Here we lose to the 
Territory, in this article alone, one half millions of dollars 
each year, that could be retained among our people and 
enable them to engage in the various branches of profita- 
ble enterprise and industry for which our Territory pre- 
sents such an ample field. This immense loss upon our 
great staple should awaken us to a sense of our óbliga- 
tions and interests, as a community, and teach us the val- 
ue of the rescurces with which we are surrounded and 
which, if brought into requisition and fully developed, 
would produce a great change in the character, progress 
and prosperity of our people and our Territory. Capital 
would then seek investment here, and our mineral and 
manufacturing districts would teem with enterprising, ins 


telligent and prosperous citizens. Every encourag aani 
should be given, by legislative action, to this great ‘branch 


of national and individual prosperity.

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I recommend that the memorial of the last Legislature 
to Congress be renewed, asking an appropriation for the 
construction of a military road from this city to the fertile 
valley/f Taos.” Its great importance to the government 
_and to the people of the Territory, was alluded to in my : 
last Annual Message. The advantages of such a road 
are well known to your Honorable Bodies and require no 


additional recommendation from me. 
I again call your attention to the unfortunate and dilap- 


idated condition of the public buildings. They must soon 
be completed or they will go into utter ruin. I recom- 
mend an uagent memorial to Congress for an appropria- 
tion sufficient to save them from becoming -an entire loss 


to the government and to oar Territory. 
A geological survey of our mineral districts is of the 


«greatest importance to the government and to the interests 


of out people. Although. much is known to ourselves of

, th» mineral wealth with which our Territory abounds, 


this knowledge has not extended beyond our limits in 


“such a form as to induce capitalists to make such invest- 


ments, in that branch of industry, as would develop our 
resources and prove beyond doubt the mineral wealth with 
which we are surrounded. The information that would 
be given by a geological survey, made by scientific agents 
of the Government, could leave no doubt upon the minds 
of capitalists as to the security of investments 1n onr vast 
mineral districts. We have now in our city two géntle- 
men of high character and attainments in the science. of 


` mineralogy; who have crossed the plains for no other pur- 


_ pose than to examine our mines and mineral resources, 

with à view to making them known to thoso who may bo 

disposed to invest their means in the development of these 
I 


“treasures of the precious metals. I refer to Professors 


Owen and Cox, whose report we shall soon have for our 
perusal and information, and which, I am inforined, will 
co roborate the testimony heretofore given by others of 
less scientific information as to our mineral resources. 
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Our mail facilities with the north and east are entirely 
inadequate to the necessities of the "Territory. A direct 
‘line should be established between this and Denver City,

This subject should occupy 
the immediate attention of your Honorable Bodies,.so that 


` your memorial on the subject could reach Washington be- 
fore the adjournment of Congress. 


RAIL ROADS. 


At the last session of the Legislature a Bill was passed 


to incorporate a Company to construct a Branch Railroad 


and Telegraph Line from the Missouri River to the Gulf 
of California, and a memorial was also adopted asking 
Congress to make a grant of lands, money and bonds, 


similar to the grant made to the Union Pacific Railroad 


. and Telegraph Company, so that a Railroad and Tele- 


ro 


graph Line may be constructed to run through this vast 


, and wealthy region to the Pacific coast. 


Predicated upon the memorial of our Legislature, a bill 
was submitted to Congress, asking the grant of public 
lands, to aid in the:construction ef a branch of the Union 


-Pacific Railroad and Telegraph Line through the mineral 
lands of the Territories of Colorado, New Mexico and 


Arizona. The Bill will again come up before Congress 


“at its present session, and we trust.that a liberal grant 


will be made so that a Railroad and Telegraph Line may 
Le constructed that will tend to open and develop the rich 
mineral resources of this mountain country. The propos- 
ed road through New Mexico and Arizona is the sunerior 
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route for a railroad, because the mountain elevation of 
the country ad mits of its being built at the least possible 
expense ; because it traverses a country exceedingly rich 
3n, minerals, which. would aid immediately. upon being 
built, i in making it self-supporting, in fact, were Cmte 
,to make a grant of alternate — of the mineral lands, 
for. the building of this railroad, it would at once fur nish 
the means for its construction and so enhanoe the value of 
the other alternate sections of mineral lands by their de- 
velo] pment, that they could be sold by government .at 
; good prices, while at present, without a railroad, they are 
valueless; and also, the route presents no solitary obsta- 
cle throughout the mountain portion of the United S:ates, - 
in preventing ite operation, with the same facility, in win- 
teras in summer. As year by year, the continent is þe- 
ing spanned by the iron band, cheapening and facilitating 
“an intercourse with the world; as a superabundance, of É 
É Pio is seeking investment; as the mineral resources of 
the great west are becoming understood; as migration is 
“ ever flowing onward and westward, in a ceaseless tide; 
as the government is ever able and willing to extend a 
fostering protection to the Territories, we will, I feel as- 
* sured, receive our proportion of the great benefit arising 
from the fostering care of Congress, which will tend not 
only to our benefit, but also to the increase of the wealth 
“and prosperity of our great Union. ‘ 


INDIAN TRIBES. 


I am pleased to communicate to your honorable bod. 

“les, that our losses, by Indians, have been much less 

since the adjournment of the last Legislatur e than they 

had been, during the same period, for many years pre- 
vious. 

The Utahs have made no hostile demonstration and, se 

as I have learned, through their Agents, have com- 
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mitted no o depredations upon our citizens. A band. ‘of 
Mescalero Apaches still remain hostile and have commit- 
ted some depredations, north and south of the J ornada 
del Muerto, during the present year. The Gila Apach- | 
es and other bands of that tribe, west of the Rio Grande 

are very hostile and haye committed many depredations 
upon the people living in the southern portion of the Te ér- 
ritory. Tee campaign against these Indians, which was 
directed from Fort Craig and other posts in the Territo- 
ry, during the past summer, seems not to haye produced 
any saltar y effect upon their predatory habits.’ Ww e can 
have no hopes of security against these different bands, 
exéept in their extermination or by confining them to re- 
duced limits, upon Reservations, under the surveillance 
ef a strong: military force. 


- THE NAVAJO INDIANS—THE RESERVATION—THE . 
- POLICY. 


The history of these Indians, in connection with that 
‘of the Territor z, forms a melancholy catalogue of events 
without a parallel, i in the annals of Indian warfare, with 
a civilized and christian community. For more than one 
hundred and fifty years they have been the scourge of the 
people of this Territory ; an incubus upon their prosperi- 
ty and progress, and have left then, anmually, a bare 
subsistence, gleamed by an imperiled industry, from the 
“land in actual cultivation. Our pasture lands and the 
products thercof, have ever been subject to desolating fo- 
rays, which have only ceased, for a time, when these en- 
emies became satiated with plunder and spoils and chose 
‘to give us a few months or years of respite, that would 
enable us to increase our flocks sufficiently to make them 
“a prize wor thy of their rapacity. 

Spain, Mexico and the United States have successive- 

Ay attemptedithe protection of our people against this dès- 
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olating tribe. Every campaign against them, however 
fruitless, was followed by a treaty, which was Seldom ob- 
served by them longer than was necessary for the troops 
to leave their country and arrive at their own quarters, — 
Our Government having trird the experiment of war, 
treaties, annuities and reservations, in their own country, 
for eightcen years, without any effect upon the savage and 
predatory habits, has wisely resolved to prosecute an ex- 
terminating war against them, whose only terms of peace 
shall, be an exodus of the entire tribe from their moun- 
tain haunts, to a reservation set apart on the Pecos Riv- 
er. The success which has attended its efforts in thia 
great enterprise, has far exceeded the expectations of the 
most sanguine. 


In the month of July, 1863, it was communicated ‘to 


the whole tribe, that war against them would never cease : 
until they should go, or consent to go, to the reservation 
assigned to them by the Government; those who would 
voluntarily come into the forts and surrender themselves, 
should be protected in person and property and be trans- 
ported to the place of destination. By the skill and en- 
ergy with which the campaign was conducted, and by the 
destruction of their crops of corn and wheat that crer; 
found growing, the approach of winter, which enabled 
the troops to find them by their traces upon the snow and 
smokes raised by the fires necessary to keep them from 
freezing, all contribute to convince the Indians that any 
attempt at resistance or escape, was alike fruitless, and 
large numbers began to come into the forts to escape the 
impending danger. The result has been that, at this time 
we have, upon the Reservation, more than eight thousand 
of that tribe, now peaceable and contented’ that, before 
the war had commenced against them, were desolating | 

every part of the Territory. Those who have not come 
in, are remaining at a commendable distance from our 


a 
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settlements, and have committeed, but few’ depredations _ 
for several month past. The number of Navajos remain- 
img in their country, is a matter of conjecture. Some es- 

timate them ata larger and'some at a less number. The 
probability is that the number is small, and. that, during 
the spring, there will not be one of that tribe: left west of 
the Rio Grande. This tribe disposed of, the Apache tribe 
will be easily subdued and our Territory left in peace, and 
security against the most desolating enemies, with which 

our people hare had to contend. 

The policy of placing all our ‘nomadic tribes upon Re- 
servations, and teaching them the arts of civilized life, is 
one for which all former Legislatures have prayed. On 
the subject of the policy, I presume there would not bea 
dissenting voice ia the Territory. It isa matter deeply 
to be regretted that a qnestion should have arisen, with 
any part of our people, as to the propriety of the present 
locality, as an Indian Reservatiom. Our Government, 
after having. tried every means known to war, treaties and 
nesse: failed to reduce them to order while seatter- 

ed in roving bands through their own country. 

Col. Bonneville and the, then, Superintendent of Indi- 
an Affairs, in the winter of 1858, went to Fort Defianee, 
at the request of the greater part of the Navajo Chiefs, 
and met them in council, with the hope of making a per- 
manent peace. There were large numbers of Navajo 
warriors present, and they there stipulated for a reserva- 
tion in their own country. In the treaty then made, it 
was stipulated that all west of a certain line, known and 
described to them, should be their pasture, hunting and 
planting grounds: All the lands of the Chusca, Tunecha 
and Chelle were reserved to them, as those were the larg- 
est bodies of land upon which, it was known the tribe had 
planted. ‘They were not to come east of the line stipula- 
ted. except in small numbers, and under a permit, in wri- 
ding, from the officer commanding the Fort, nor was any 
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citizen permitted to go west of that line, without m pass- 
port from the same: officers Such were the conditions 
solemnly entered into by the contracting parties. A 
large gatrison was left at the Fort to enforce the condi- 
tions of the treaty ; yet, scarcaly had Col. Bonneville 
arrived in the sttlements when these Indians were found 
in our midst, murdering and robbing as they had done 
durmg the war just ended by the treaty mentioned. Our 
sufferings were mtolerable from the savage barbarities 
committed by them. Our cries reached the ears of the 
President and of Congress, and as a dernier resort for the 
relief of the Territory from their desolating furays, it was 
resolved to: pros ente the war against them, with an offer 
af no other terms of peace, than that ofa departure from 
their own country and a settlement upon the reservation 
selected for them. And now, when there P$ every pros- 
pect of the happiest results of this policy, to the people 
of the Territory, it is announced to the Government, by 
I hope, a very small portion of our citizens, that its poli-, 
ey is wrong, and that it is an injustice to our people to re- 
serve forty miles of unappropiated lands, upon the Pecos 
River, which are mincty miles from any scttlement, to the 
eonfirement e£ our most dendly enemies; thet these are 
“the best Tands in the Territory and should be reserved for 
the use of our own people, although it is known that 
"these fands have reinamed untonched by the hand of in- 
dustry, since the dawn of ereation, and that no shepherd’ 
has ever visited them, except to lose his Efe or his proper- 
ty, and sometimes both, It is the duty of ali good citi- 
zens to aid the Government in the execution of any policy 
it may adopt for the public welfare. These lands belong 
to the United States, and the Indians, both of New Mex- 
foo and Arizona, are, alike, the wards of the Government 
and may be justly placed by it; where, in its judgment, 
they can be kept most quiet and. where no individual right 
will be infringed.

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All the Indian tribes that once inhabited the states of 
Georgia, Mississippi, Alabama and Florida, were removed * 
from their aucient homes and placed upon the frontiers of, | 
Arkansas, without a murmur, as I believe, from the peo- 
ple of that state. The great plains to the west of that i 
state and ens: of our Territory, of no great value to the 
interests of agriculture, but valuable for their pasturés, 
is the region to which the policy of the government would. 
seem to be directing al! the Indian tribes, over which it 
exercises’ control; and the present location of the Navajo 
tribe on the Pecos river, is but their first day's march to 
that great reservation of all the Indian tribes now under 
the paternal care of the Government. Let us not em- 
barrass their progress, but a d in the great work that is to 
secure us against further annoyance from an enemy 
against which wo have so long contended with such indif- 
forent success. 

The bierra Madre and our mountain regions must be 
swept, as with a broom, of the savage Indians that inhab- 
it them. From these mountains has yet to come the 
treasure, in gold and silver, that is to oancel our enorm- 
ous national debt and supply us in all time to come with 
the metalic wealth that will defy the expense of future 
wars, and make us. the most independent people upon 
earth. There is more wealth in these mounteins than can 
be produced from the cotton fields of the South, the corn 
and wheat fields of the great and fertile West, aided by 
the manuficturmg interests of the North. And let this 
fraternal war, in which we are now engaged, once cease, 
then the million of veteran soldiers, now engaged in this 
bloody strife of arms, will convert those arms into the im- 
plements of mining industry, and, in the search of the 
occupation that can best reward their labor, will populate 
these mountains, and direct a stream of gold into the Na- 


tional Treasury, that will soon relieve it of all embarrass- 
4 é | 
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ment. Look at the products of California, look at those 
of Nevada, look at our neighbor Colorado and the’ Terri- 
tory of Idaho, all populating with thousands of enter- 
prising citizens, with no other object or hope of future 
prosperity, than the mineral wealth that is found in the 
hidden recesses of the Sierra Madre, "Who can doubt. 
but that our own Territory, and that of Arizona, would. 
“now be teeming with a like and equal population, in our. 
mineral distriets, except for the presence of those Indians 
to murder, annoy and embarrass them. Then let the In- 
dians be driven from the mountains, which serve them but 
for the purpose of ambuscades and places of concealment . 
in which to secure the property of which they have de- 
spoiled our people. 

Those who oppose the Reservation, as at pr esent locat- 
ed, seem to have forgotten that, in exchange for forty 
~miles on the Pecos River, we will have obtained four: 
hundred miles of pastoral, mineral and agricultural lands, 
that have heretofore remained in the entire possession of 

the Navajoc Indians, upon which the foot of civilized 
white man has never been placed, except in the greatest 
danger of losing his life and his property. If our citizens 
cannot now pasture their flocks upon the forty miles that 
have been reserved by the govesnment for the Navajo and. 
Apache tribes, on the Pecos River, they can pasture, and 
do now pasture them, upon four hundred miles square of 
the best pasture in the Territory, which has heretofore 
been in the possession of these savages, and from which 
our ditizens have been entirely excluded. Surely we 
should consider this a quid pro quo, and not shed needless 
tears for the loss of that which we never have atterapted 
to use, except at the peril of everything we have ventured 
upon that desirable spot. 

Ifthe present Reservation be not the proper or a suita- 
ble place for the Indians, time and experience will show 
it. Thus far, everything indicates that the locality is not

objectionable. - The Indians are contented where they are, 
nd, have cultivated, the present season, three thousand: 
acres of land, which, except for a pestilential visitation 
“upon their erops of corn, would have raised enough: of 
that article for their own subsistence. Should experience 
teach that the present Reservation is. not the proper place 
| for them, the Government will scek another that is more 
suitable. Our great object is, or ought to be, peace with 
these tribes and security against their depredations.. - Re- 
united, as the Navajoe tribe now is, or soon will be, tlie 
Government can dispose of them, in the future; as 3 sound 


| policy may dictate or advisc. A 
We should not; for the present, become a at 


imaginary evils, which are held up before us as chime- 
ras dire,” to frighten us from our propriety and make us. 
forget the actual benefit we daily experience in-our ex- 


emption from the hostilities of that tribe. 
A sudden insurrection of the Indians is predicted, such 


as.took place among the Pueblos of the Territory in its 
‘earliest. settlement, when there were more Indians than 
‘civilized men, and perhaps not a soldier under arms in 
the Territory. Who can be so timid as to fear such a re- 
‘nit now, when the Indians are guarded by bayonets, 
‘which would be turned upon them, to their own destruc- 
‘tion, upon the first indication or attempt of such a disor- 
der? A pestilential or contagious disease, it is said, 
might break out among them, and, in that case, all the 
troops in the Territory could not keep them from flying 
to the mountains. They have suffered contagious and 
other diseases in their own country, and did not leave it, 
through fear or for the purpose of seeking a remedy. else- 
where. It is alleged that the Comanches may attack 
them, and that they would then flee to their native moun- 
tains to escape massacre, There are troops enough near 
them, to drive every Comancke upon the plains, back to 
.whence they came, even if the Navajoes were so coward-

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ly as not to defend themselves, which they would be very 
likely to ido. ‘ These ‘are all tama ginary evils, whiel' may 
never come to pass, and against which the Goverdment i$ 
well ; guarded. Lectus nót live in terror of * them; but 
prepare ourselves to make the best: of ‘the: peace with that 
tribe, ‘which’ now brightens our future prospects?” "Bürely 
we have had enough of pasitive evils, without-suffering 
our minds to be filled with those whic h have-hò existence

except in heated imaginations. ey Tora at? Evra teed 


The gren at work, now about to be completed, “has been 
chiefly performed at the hands of. the citizen soldiers, i 
“the Territory, whose toils and st ferings, i inan ontire win- 
ter campaign, have been intense, such perhaps, as few 

troops have ever suffered in the prosecution.of a. common 
and savage enemy. Justice to them, who have. perform- 
ed a task, heretofore attempted in vain, sheuld forbid the 
destruction: of a work, that will shed lustre upon their 
names and character in all future time, and who should 
be rewarded with the gratitude and approbation of their 
fellow citizens, for having delivered them from the hands | 
of these desolating enemies, by reducing them 1n captivity 
to one locality, where they can be guarded by a small 
number of troops, while the remainder of their compán» 
ions in arms, is subjecting other tribes that are hostile to 
our people and to their interests. , 


Iam clearly of opinion, these Indians cannot be kept 
upon a Heserxation, of any suitable dimensions, within 
their own country. Even if one could be found there, 
which I think admits of great doubt, I should oppose the 
measure, at present, for reasons of policy which will be 
obvious to all. These Indians have occupied a large ex- 
tent of country, through which must pass our highway to 
Arizona and to California. Sound poliey would dictate 
that this road should be free from the presence of any 
hostile or nomadic tribe of Indians. .Our trade in mer- 
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«chandize, - breadstuffs, sheep and cattle; with. Arizona, 
¿promises to be large for many ycars to come. AH must 
see the danger. to which every interest would be exposed, 


if any. tribe of Indians, accustomed to live by theft and 
pillage, were permitted to live near and nifest such public. 
highway. Arizona is yet in her infancy, and has not the 


population, at this time, to make ber a powerful auxiliary 
to us in our Indian wars. She is now contending with the 
merciless Apache in her midst, but, we may hope t hat in 


-a few years her resources will be in such progress of de- 


velopment, and her population so large, as to enable her 


to subjugate her immediate enemies and = to us a mar- 


a 


ket for every product of which we may have a surplus.— 
Again, the branch of the great Raiiroad and Telegraph 
Line, from the Missouri River, to tho Gulf of California 
for which tlíe last Legislature memorialized Congress, 
must necessarily pass through the country heretofore oc- 


. eupied by the Navajoo iion All must see the great 


annoyance and embarrassment that a hostile and predato- 
ry tribe of Indians would offer to their progress, comple- 
tion and final success. ; 

To return the Indians again to their own country, after 
having been so recently brought therefrom, would be an 
exhibition of a policy so vacilating in our Government, as 
to cause a smile of derision upon the savage faces of tho 
Indians themselves. The consequences of such a proco- 
dure are too obvious to find a recommendation from any 
person who has been a stock raiser and has been desolated 
by these savages, while living in their mountain haunts. 

Our Government has ever entertained the kindest and 
most paternal regard for our people and for their interest, X 
security and progress. A large military establishment / 
has been kept and supported et an enormous expense, 
which is still continued within our hintts, even now, while 
it is coutending for its own” existence, against the most 
powerful armed rebellion of which history has given us 


ae 
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any record. During this eventful period, when more than 
-two million of citizen soldiers have been called to arms 
and have been induced or compelled to leave their homes, 
their. busines, their families and: firesides, to participate in 
the deadly strife, not one citizen of our Territory has been 
drawn from the protection of our own frontier to those 
distant and bloody fields of battle. Our citizens have 
‘been left for our own defence, which duty they have per- 
formed with a valor, patriotism and loyalty, that has -ex- 
torted the praise and gratitude of the Government and 
people of the loyal States. We should not incur the im- 
putation of ingratitude, by now offering querulous objec- 
tions to the Reservation of a smnll tract of country, upon 
which our captive enemies can be kept in security and 
‘taught those habits of industry, by which they can seek 
their own subsitence and relieve us from the desolation 
- that our people have suffered at the hands of these ene- 
mies for more than a century. We have prayed fora 
Reservation, to which these enemies might be reduced and 
made to cultivate. the soil. This Reservation has been 
chosen with great care as to soil, climate rnd location, 
Shall we now, like a spoiled child, throw the desired ble:- 
sing into the face of a paternal Government, because in 
every respect, it does not comply with our cupidity, ca- 
price or convenience? Surely none can be so blind as not 
to see the impropriety and consequences of such a course. 
Let us all unite in carrying out this policy of the Govern- 
ment, and if it prove a failure, we will not have the accu- 
. sation resting upon our own consciences, of having at- 
tempted to frustrate this, the last effort of the .Govcrn- 
ment for our own protection against a desolating and mer- 
ciless savage enemy. 


FEDERAL AFFAIRS. 


The war, for the preservation of the Union, in which 
our Government has becn engaged for more than three

years, would seem to be approaching a triumphant con- 
clusion. Success has attended our arms, with but: slight 
reverses, during the present year. The great rebel army 
under the command, alternately, of Generals Johnson 
and. Hood, has been defeated and driven back- to Atlanta, - 
its last and best-fortified strong-hold, through a succession 
of victories achieved by the Federal forces, under the 
command of that peerless military hero, Gen. W. T. 
Sherman. Atlanta was also taken, not by assault upon 
its works, ia which thousands of our soldiers woúld have . 
perished; but by a strategic movement, which will shed 
lustre upon the name of Sherman in all future time. The 
rebel forces, after the disastrous occurrences around Atla- 
nta, defeated, dispirited, disorganized and reduced in nu- 
mber, seem to have offered no further resistance to the 
progress of our army, but to have dispersed into bands of 
guerrillas, for the purpose of annoyance upon our lines 
of communication. 

The rebel army, under the command. of'Gen. Lee, has 
been driven within the fortifications around Richmond, 
and from which there would appear but slight chance of 
a successful resistance or safe retreat. The united ener- 
vies of the Government are directed to the reduction of 
that stronghold, and to the capture of the rebel army de- 
fending it. An escape from the ‘meshes in which that 
army is now entangled, would seem an impossibility. But, 
ohould it not be compelled to surrender at discretion, it 
will disperse in disorganized bands, whieh will find no 
base upon which to retreat and escape the pursuit of the 
Federal forces. - Such is the state of success now atten- 
dien the national arms, and from which we may entertain 
the hope that pcace may soon smile again, upon our dis- 
tracted country.

There is is not a single expression that hints at, even by 
implication, the compensation or subsistence requisite for 
the committee while on its mission, and it is clearly to be 
inferred that it is desired to cumpel the committee to go 
at its own expense. |
